ACCREDITATION TEAM INVITES PUBLIC COMMENTS 
AS PART OF DEPARTMENT OF STATE ACCREDITATION PROCESS 

 
A team of assessors from the Commission for Florida Law Enforcement Accreditation (CFA) will arrive 
July 11, 2018 to examine all aspects of the Department of State’s policies and procedures, management, 
operations, and support services. The Department of State must comply with approximately 40 standards 
in order to receive accredited status.  
 
As part of the on-site assessment, agency members and the general public are invited to offer comments 
to the assessment team. For persons wishing to offer written comments about the Department of State’s 
ability to meet the standards of accreditation, please write to CFA, P.O. Box 1489, Tallahassee, Florida 
32302 or email info@flaccreditation.org.  
 
Once the Commission’s assessors complete their review of the agency, they report back to the full 
Commission which will then decide if the agency is to receive accredited status. If approved, the 
Department of State’s accreditation will be for a three-year term.
